THE HARPOON GUN. 


A: ‘wermddebic Weapon That Ls Used 
: ou the Blue Whale. 

To purstic the blce whale successfully 
@ boat is required-that can steam 12 
nots an*imgrcand which ds furnished 
with a formidatle meaien known as tho 
arpoon gun. 

‘The harpoon gun ig a ponderous pierce 
af apparatus placed ona. raised platform 
an the prow of the whaler and consists 


pedestal, on which it can rotate horiz "one 
tally. The gun hes also a sertical mo- 


‘Won and cau be turned quickly in what- 


érer direction the prow of the ship dumi- 
aates. On the top of the gun are“ “sights” 
for aiming, just asin a rifle. Behind is 
the stock. which is gracped in the band 
when Gring.the gun. and beneath it the 
trigger. The hreech is a borxlike arrange- 
FRent situated just where the stock is 
fastened to the gen proper. The gun is 
londed in the ordinary way froin the mnuz- 
tle, and the barpoun-is tight!y rammed 
into it, To discharge the gun a small car- 
tridge, with a wire attached, is first put 
into the breech. Pressure on the trigger 
esuses a puil.on the wire, which ignites 
the cartridge and discharges the gun gi- 
miritaneously. 

The harpoon is about six feet in length 
and very massire. It consists essentially 
of three parts—the anterior conical por- 
‘thon. the movable barbs and the shaft 
‘The anterior conical piece ia an explosive 
shell flied with gunpowder and screws on 
ito the rest of the harpoon. ‘fhe explosive 


isdeli is Ered with a time fuse after the 
‘harponn is Imbedded in the whale. 


Hebind the explosive conical piece lie 


rope when the harpoon is guing to be dis- 
charged. Aa the harpoon penctrates the 
fiesh of the whale this rope gets brushed 
of the tarhs and In dying so puils a wire, 
which sets fre to the fuse and it explodes 
the shel In a few seconds. The sbell 
gets blown to pieces and makes a terrifie 
wonnd in the whales interior, and the 
explosion causes the four barbs to stand 
nit so that it becomes impossible for the 
harpoon to be withdrawo. ‘The rest of 
the harpoan consists of 2 long siragt with 
a slot in it. in which acting moves Tréely 
with the rope attached. .
